Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tognazzini [US 
5,914,675]. 

Regarding claims 1 and 17, Tognazzini discloses an emergency locator device with a GPS 
interface that receives digital location data indicating the current location of the emergency 
locator device. Tognazzini further discloses a method where the control processor stores the data 
received from the GPS interface and upon detecting an emergency trigger the control processor 
retrieves the stored data from memory which includes the current location of the portable device, 
the called party number and vehicle identification data. Tognazzini further discloses a method 
where the control processor in the emergency locator device, upon detecting an emergency 
trigger initiates a 2-way communication link to the called station via the wireless telephone 
network and transfers the status data stored in the memory. Tognazzini further discloses the use 
of the emergency locator device for ordinary communications enabling the user to place regular 
cellular/PCS call under non-emergency condition. See Fig.l, summary of invention and column 

4. lines 17-37; column 5, lines 35-52; column 6, line 12- column 7, line 8; column 8, lines 48-58. 
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Regarding claim 2,10 and 20, Tognazzini further discloses an interface to an external unit. See 
Fig.l and column 7, lines 1-8. 

Regarding claim 3,1 1 and 21, Tognazzini further discloses a data converting means. See column 
5, lines 11-15. 

Regarding claim 4 and 12, Tognazzini further discloses a method for automatic dialing. See 
column 5, lines 36-39; column 6, lines 34-42; column 7, lines 19-41. 
Regarding claims 5-8,13-16 and 22, Tognazzini further discloses hands free communication 
means. See Fig.l and column 5 lines 2-20. 

Regarding claims 9 and 23, Tognazzini further discloses a cellular or personal communication 
system (PCS) network. See Fig.l and column 6, lines 43-46. 

Regarding claim 18, Tognazzini further discloses a method where an ordinary communication 
call in progress is interrupted upon detection of the emergency trigger. See Fig.2 and column 7, 
lines 9-67. 

Regarding claim 19, Tognazzini further discloses the called party to be a pre-determined station 
to receive emergency data. See column 5, lines 28-35 and column 7, lines 54-56. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Tendler [US 5,555,286] discloses a cellular phone based automatic emergency vessel/vehicle 
location system. 

Dimino [US 5,918,180] discloses a telephone operable global tracking system for vehicles. 
Alpert [US 5,742,666] discloses an emergency mobile telephone. 
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Wortham [US 5,832,394] discloses a vehicle locating communications method and apparatus. 
Warner [US 5,963,129] discloses a vehicle identification and information system control device 
and system.
